But it 
seems to me the caring for these people should devolve 
wholly upon the British Empire. There is no doubt that 
the majority of people of the United States are bitterly 
hostile to our South African policy, and this being so, we 
open our casé to additional criticism if we ask outsiders 
to come forward and support those whose destitution 
the result of the war we are carrying on. If there is need 
in South Africa, the British Government should make pro- 
vision for that need. If the colonies are the enthusiastic 
supporters of the Imperial cause they have wished the 
world to think, their Governments might even help Great 
Britain in so worthy a charity. But it humiliating in 
the ‘extreme to see the wife of a prominent English of- 
ficer, merely because she was born in the United States, 
coming with an alms-box in her hands to the hypercritical 
Yankees and soliciting contributions for work that belongs 
to Britons, and that they must perform if they would not 
suffer in self-respect.

HE suggestion to purchase the Old Upper Canada Col- 
lege grounds from the Ontario Government for ‘he 
purpose of a city square is a good one, but something 

better and more important is the creation of a square in 
front of the new City Hall. A golden opportunity will 
probably be lost forever if steps are not taken at 
once to purchase the half block between Queen and Rich- 
mond streets and east of Bay street. At the present time 
there is only one valuable building on this property, but 
there is no telling how soon substantial businesses may 
establish themselves on so desirable a location. A City 
Hall square would afford pleasure to more people than a 
park on the Upper Canada site. It would be seen by every 
visitor to the city. It would set off the splendid municipal 
buildings as nothing else ever will. And it would redeem 
Toronto from the reproach of having no picturesque 
breathing-spaces near its center. No better memorial to 
Queen Victoria could be. devised than a fine square named 
after her, and to be a perpetual delight to residents and 
visitors in the capital of Ontario. 

Several worthy schemes are being discussed for beauti- 
fying Toronto, but they are all too big to handle. Take, 
for example, that of the Architectural Eighteen Club. 
Under this plan it is proposed to have an extensive system 
of park drives, starting from a central square containing 
an art museum, public library, and assembly hall worthy 
of the city. The rest of the idea outlined as follows: 
“It was proposed also that the city should acquire the 
Humber river by expropriating 300 feet on each side of it 
as far north as Bloor street, and also acquire the tract be- 
tween High Park and the Humber, to be improved for a 
residential suburb. The club has had under consideration 
the improvement of University street and Queen’s avenue. 
On account of the Allan Manufacturing Co. and Nerlich 
warehouses, it is not thought feasible now to open through 
to the Union Station, but it was suggested that the Queen 
street entrance should be made more fitting so magnificent 
a driveway by taking in Osgoode Hall grounds and widen- 
ing it on the west by an extension to Simcoe street. The 
property between the Avenue and Simcoe would become 
very valuable for apartment houses and club buildings fac- 
ing on both thoroughfares. Many of these improvements 
might be made commercially profitable by the city expro- 
priating adjacent property and reselling it, as had been 
done in other cities.” 

Manifestly such an elaborate proposal is in the category 
of castles in the air. If it is ever accomplished it will not 
be in the day and generation of anyone now living. We 
might far better devote our attention and any spare cash 
we have for such purposes, to something practicable. If 
there is a better scheme for beautifying the city and com- 
memorating the Queen, while also giving pleasure to 
whole people, than the suggestion of a Victoria square in 


front of the City Hall, I have yet to hear of it.

IME and again I have contended that the self-respecting 
and, in the end, economical way for this country to 
contribute to Imperial defence is not by sending regi- 
ments abroad, but by relieving the Mother Country as far 
as possible of local defence work in the way of protecting 
our coasts and garrisoning such points as Halifax and Es- 
quimalt. The way in which the maintenance of the navy is 
commencing to be looked upon in England is indicated in 
the following editorial from a great British weekly. I do 
not think many Canadians can read these comments without 
feeling a twinge in their bumps of self-respect, if they have 
such things: 

“Not many years ago we were assured that we could 
spend lavishly on the navy because we did not require, like 
Continental States, a huge Army. But now we are spending 
about as much on the army as on the navy—the total, ex- 
clusive of cost of the war in South Africa, being about 
£63,000,000 per annum. Why do we require vast a 
navy? Because, as Mr. Robertson truly said, we are com- 
pelled to pay for the free naval defence of our great colonies 
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Thus the poorest mill-girl who drinks tea’is taxed for the 
benefit of the millionaire squatters of Australia and the mil- 
lionaire lumbermen of Canada. Is the Government never 
to make the faintest suggestion to our great self-governing 
colonies, that they ought to contribute to the navy, instead 
of its being supported by the farthings of the poor and by 
the pounds of the rich of the United Kingdom? The de- 
mand for what practically is a war expenditure in times of 
peace is not new. The difference is that formerly this was 
ridiculed as a wild folly, whereas at present it is accepted 
as statecraft. Whenever it was urged by some irresponsible 
person in the days of Sir Robert Peel, he registered his 
protest against it, and the views of Sir Robert were those 
of Mr. Gladstone. We are in the position of a firm paying 
so high an insurance against risks that the premiums not 
only consume all the profits, but are entrenching on the 
capital.”

The women of the island of Crete 
have founded a league similar to that 
which Lysistrata instituted at Athens 
for half a day.

The making of counterfeit salmon is 
the newest profitable industry. A 
company of Chicago fish packers have 
established a plant at Lacrosse, Wis- 
consin. Tons of catfish from Mississip- 
pi are there smoked chemically, treated 
With a solution which gives the color 
and taste of salmon, and then canned 
and labelled as a brand of salmon. A 
large proportion are then exported to 
Europe. The counterfeit is very diffi- 
cult to detect.

A difficult operation was performed 
the other day at the Zoological Gar- 
dens at Hanover, England. An ele- 
Pphant was suffering great pain from 
a growth on the lower part of one of 
its hind feet, and it was deemed neces- 
Sary to cut this malformation away. In 
order to render the animal insensible a 
dose of six hundred grains of morphia 
in six bottles of rum was administered. 
This dose took about an hour before 
any visible effect was produced. The 
elephant then fell over in a kind of 
sleep, and the operation was success- 
fully carried out without any further 
ado. The operation lasted in all three 
days.

M. Maurice Levy, the president of the 
French Academy of Sciences, remarked 
in a recent address that the cannon is 
one of the most instructive laboratories 
that science possesses. It was the mod- 
ern cannon, he said, which suggested 
the application of explosive gases to 
the driving of engines. The experience 
of the immense pressures obtained in 
cannon also led to the use of pressures 
in steam machines, which a few years 
ago would have been regarded as im- 
practicable. Thus experiments intended 
primarily for the purposes of war had 
resulted in the advance of the triumphs 
of peace.

When a member of the British royal 
family comes to dinner it {s a point of 
etiquette to provide none but the illus- 
trious guest with a finger bow! at the 
end of the banquet.

This was supposed to convert 
the toast into that of ‘The King Over 
the Water,” the exiled Stuart at Rome 
or St. Germains.

“T believe,” says an {nsurance man 
quoted in the Philadelphia ‘Record,” 
“that insurance against being buried 
alive would pay. It is surprising how 
many people have a dread that sus- 
pended animation may be mistaken for 
death. I know a woman who has ac- 
tually rade her husband promise that 
if he survives her he will stick a hat- 
Pin through her heart before she is 
buried, to make sure that no spark of 
life remains. In certain parts of Eu- 
rope they have what are known as 
mortuary houses, where the dead are 
taken and subjected to various tests to 
make sure that death is absolutely cer- 
tain. TI believe there is a bill providing 
for a somewhat similar course now be- 
fore the Massachusetts Legislature. If 
such a mortuary building is established 
multitudes of people would gladly pay, 
Say, $10, to be insured in a company 
that would guarantee to make the ne- 
et tests before burial or crema- 
ion.’’

Books and Their Makers. 


HE Austin Publishing Com- 
pany, Toronto, has issued a 
new paper-covered edition 
of the Rev. B. F. Austin’s 
work, Rational Memory 

Training. Dr. Austin’s ideas on this 
subject are simple and reasonable. He 
lays stress on attention, comprehen- 
sion, arrangement and association of 
ideas, exercise of the memory—not, 
however, by learning by rote things 
imperfectly understood, for this in his 
view is distinctly injurious to the mem- 
ory—and, not least iImportant, the 
avoidance of things that tend to weak- 
en ‘the memory. Dr. Austin’s summary 
of rules for strengthening the memory 
are worth reproducing in full: 

We may now summarize some of our 
conclusions reached in former pages on 
the subject of strengthening the mem- 
ory: 

1. Seek and preserve vigorous health 
as a fundamental condition of a good 
memory. 

2. Train the senses to a careful obser- 
vation and accurate discrimination. 

3. Deepen and intensify your first im- 
pressions of what you would memorize, 
(a) by concentrating the thought upon 
it, (b) by exercising the will power in 
regard to it, (c) by allowing the object 
or thought to remain for a sufficient 
length of time before the mental vision. 

4. Test your memory to determine 
whether you commit more easily by 
sight or sound; also to find which you 
retain more firmly, the images of sight 
or the sound images. 

5. Select for memorizing purposes 
some book of the Bible or some poem 
of English literature, and assign your- 
self a limited number of verses for 
daily memorizing at a selected hour of 
the morning. 

6. Preserve the period religiously for 
the two-fold purpose of committing the 
daily portions (three to five verses), 
and reviewing the lessons previously 
committed. 

7. In committing to memory and in 
reviewing, use those senses by which 
you have found the mind works most 
effectively in these processes. 

8. Make it a rule to thoroughly com- 
prehend every idea or fact you would 
commit to memory. 

9. Do not burden memory with use- 
less tasks, or with too much at a time, 
depending for growth and enlargement 
on the regularity and suitability of the 
exercise, rather than its difficulty. 

10. Do not attempt to force the mem- 
ory to recall an idea. If memory can | 
recall an idea at all, it can generally 
do so easily. Many a person has en- 
tirely lost an idea, which he might 
have recalled by easy suggestion to his 
memory, by “cudgelling”’ his brains for

T was not easy to be cheerful in Ottawa 
about Easter time. And to put the fin- 
ishing touch on the inopportune dullness, 
the Russell Theater was burned down. 
That was indeed a cruel blow, for if there 
was one thing Ottawa people were really 
proud of and loved, it was the Russell The- 
ater. Now that it is gone, however, much 
is being said of its altogether faulty con- 
struction, so far as exits were concerned, 
and it is generally agreed that had the 
fire taken place a few hours earlier there 
would have been an immense sacrifice of 

human life, for at the performance of the Beile of New 

York the audience was the largest that had ever filled the 

theater. The ladies and gentlemen who were at that per- 

formance speak as if they had had a narrow escape. The 
theater is going to be rebuilt, in very much the same style, 
but a trifle larger, and with improved exits. They say it 
will be ready by the first of September. In the mean- 
time the theater-going public is reduced to the Grand 

Opera House, which should reap a harvest, and Orme’s 

Hall, a concert hall well adapted for chamber music but 

for nothing else. The Orchestral Society is having a rough 

time this season, and with difficulty manages to produce 
its concerts.

The greatest attraction 
about the Hospital Carnival is the tombola, for which the 
first prize is a handsome pair of horses, with harness and 
a rubber-tired trap. This smart turnout parades Sparks 
street every afternoon and evening, and there are few peo- 
ple who would not like to win it. The drawing is to take 
place at the end of this week, when the bazaar closes. 

The French-Canadians of Ottawa -had a great treat last 
week, when M. Gaston Deschamps of the University of 
Paris gave his lecture on the Drama at the Academic Hall 
of Ottawa University. M. Kleczkowski, French Consul- 
General for Canada, was the chairman. Mgr. Falconio, 
Papal Delegate: Mgr. Duhamel, several distinguished 
canons from the Basilica, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Lady Lau- 
rier, M. Henri Bourassa, M.P.. M. Monet, M.P., and 
various notables of the House of Commons were in the 
audience which listened to M. Deschamps. 

On ‘Thursday M. Brodeur gave a smart luncheon in 
honor of M. Deschamps in the dining-room of the House 
of Commons. Sir Wilfrid Laurier and a number of literary 
French-Canadians were among those invited to meet M. 
Deschamps. This is the second distinguished French lit- 
terateur who has lectured in Ottawa this season, the first 
being M. Labriolle, who spoke in the Canadian Institute 
in February on French Literature. In eloquence and ora- 
tory these two Frenchmen far surpass any of the numerous 
lecturers who have told us in English about the war in 
South Africa and how they saw it, but they have not been 
nearly so much talked about, nor has there been such a 
rush for seats. In fact. among English people, one heard 
nothing whatever about M. Gaston Deschamps’ visit or 
lecture. 

There was a ball last week in the Racquet Court—a 
charity ball for the Children’s Hospital.

The committee of ladies and the gentle- 
men who assisted them on Thursday night were very wise 
in giving to the band strict injunctions not to repeat any 
number of the programme, so the encoring did not really 
amount to anything.

ORONTO has been particularly favored this 
year in having three art exhibitions—the 
twenty-ninth annual exhibition of the Ontario 
Society of Artists, the Woman’s Art Associa- 
tion, and the Royal Canadian Academy. The last 
named is the most important one in years. 

From this collection the pictures will be chosen to repre- 
sent Canadian art at the Pan-American Exposition, Many 
of the best efforts on the wall are small but exquisite ex- 
amples of native talent that must be lingered with to ap- 
preciate. An attempt to conscientiously view these works 
at one visit would make one suffer from aesthetic indi- 
gestion. The collection, as a whole, is superior to former 
years, and has not run color-rampant, but is sane, intelli- 
gent, and, in the majority of efforts, honest and truthful, 
with a decided flavor of out-of-door work.

The reflections of the trees in the pool are 
splendidly produced, and the whole thing keyed up to the 
red robe of the kneeling queen, listening to her choristers 
—poetic license for frogs. The pictures which have been 
mentioned in these columns before it is not the intention 
of the writer to dwell upon. There is a strong portrait 


of D. McNab in oil by Cruikshank. His “Capital,” in 
water color, with a well-drawn sow and litter, the old 
habitant cutting his tobacco, seated comfortably upon a 
wheelbarrow that is a wheelbarrow and not a 
smudge, should be well — studied.

They are all clever, but lack finish. Dyonnet of Montreal 
has five pictures, and they are all good, and as a whole 
his work and that of W. Brymner, also of Montreal, show 
more distinct individuality than any in the gallery 
(To be concluded next week.)

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George Ade on J ournalism. 





N a United States _ periodical, 
George Ade, author of the well- 
known Fables in Slang, has a 
thoughtful article on newspaper 
work as a vocation. The foliow- 
ing passages are well worth 

quoting: &: 

“The news columns of our daily pa- 
pers provide the _ staple intellectual! 
food for all classes. After the news 
~<olumns have nourished a popular sen- 
timent, the editorial page may succeed 
in organizing this sentiment into a 
‘movement,’ but it cannot begin a 
‘movement’ by forcing a series of con~+ 
clusions on an unconvinced public. 
Nearly all public opinion, so-called, is 
reasoned out from the news of the day. 
If our morning paper tells us that John 
Doe is a brute, we immediately sus- 
pect that possibly John Doe is not all 
that he should be, but we temper this 
suspicion with the reflection that many 
good men have been abused by news- 
papers, and we remember that some of 
our own friends have been hastily con- 
demned by tyrant editors, and we won- 
ler how John Doe must feel to stand 
out and be branded as a brute, and in 
the end we reserve judgment, at the 
Same time being inclined to condole 
with John Doe over the misfortune of 
being publicly toasted. But if the 
morning paper, instead of telling us 
that John Doe is a brute, merely re- 
lates that at such-and-such an hour 
on the previous day John Doe as- 
saulted his wife, then we decide that 
John Doe is a brute, and do not hesi- 
tate to say so. We think we have 
found it out for ourselves. If the news 
of the day is not fairly and truthfully 
reported, there can be no right think- 
ing by the multitude. If the premises 
are false, the most logical process of 
reasoning will lead to false and harm- 
ful conclusions. For instance, if the 
Filipinos are bloodthirsty savages, then 
our military policy in the islands has 
been the only one that could have been 
adopted.* If the Filipinos are a civil- 
ized people, with a genuine aspiration 
for self-government, then our conduct 
has been shameful. The solution of 
the Philippine problem, as of all other 
problems affecting governmental policy, 
must come from a correct understand- 
ing of the situation. The newspaper 
correspondent in the Philippines carries 
a tremendous responsibility. He sub- 
mits the evidence on which opinions 
are based. The editorial writer simply 
unreels his own guesses at the truth. It 
is small wonder that many a young 
man is attracted by the prospect of 
stepping in and helping to pull the 
levers that control the machinery of 
journalism. There is no kind of work 
which appeals more strongly to the 
imagination of the youth who is eager 
to impress himself upon what he is 
pleased to term ‘the = great outside 
world.’ The desire to break into print 
is well-nigh universal. 

“Tt must be evident that of twenty 
young men who go into newspaper 
work and succeed at it, not more than 
one can become a managing editor or 
a high-salaried editorial writer or a 
critic, because there are too many can- 
lidates for these berths, and even those 
who get them are still in the hard and 
wearisome routine at salaries that are 
seldom princely. At first glance this is 
a solemn warning against journalism 


as a profession, assuming that it is a 


‘profession.’ Also, there are penalties 
one must pay for taking up with the 
work. He must say good-bye to even- 
ings of leisure and all social engage- 
ments and any hope for studious quiet. 
He must put in long and unseasonable 


hours, full of physical fatigue and ner- 


vous strain, with no recompense except 
the fascination of being in the thick 
of the battle and the satisfaction of 
doing his work well. He must expect | 
to be regarded with suspicion. for there 
is a general impression that the news- 
paper man is a tricky and designing
